3. The replacement drawings for Figures 2, 6, 8(a), 8(b) and 14-16 were received on 
April 29, 2010. These drawings have been fully considered and are acceptable. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-9 and 23 are allowed. Applicant reserves the right to file the claims that 
have been cancelled, without prejudice, in a continuing application. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based upon 
the amendments made to the claims in the amendment filed on April 29, 2010, the U.S. 
Patent of Yoshida et al. (4,983,238; hereinafter "Yoshida") is now the closest prior art to 
that which is presently claimed. However, Yoshida fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
heat-shrinkable cylindrical composite label having the requisite layers and the specific 
arrangement of the side edges of the layers. Specifically, Yoshida does not teach or 
suggest that the side edge of the outer layer extends past the side edges of the inner 
layer and the adhesive layer or the design printed layer, or the side edge of the inner 
layer extends past the side edge of the adhesive layer, or the side edge of the design 
printed layer extends past the side edge of the inner layer, or the side edge of the design 
printed layer extends past the side edge of the adhesive layer. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
